The first enrollment 
numbered 42 students, while the tot- 
al nuniber of students last year was 
1775. The greater part of the stud- 
ents are Albertans, but an increasing 
nuinber of students from other parts 
of Canaa are coming each year, as 
well as some from foreign countries. 

About $7 a ton will be pai by the 
government for feed for stock in dry 
areas and arrangements have been 
made with the railways for free tran- 
sportation.
